Janvany 24, 1823. 

EXTRACT of the 27th. Section of the Health Law, 
published for the information and government of all per- 
sons who may have nuisances on their property. 

“* And it shall be the duty of the said Board to cause all 
shoes or — ——- » and all nuisences which 
may have a tendency io their opinion to endanger 
health of the citizens, to be sumoved from the rth 
lanes, alleys, highways, wharves, docks, or any other 
part or parts of the city of Philadelphia, the district of 
Southwark, and the townships of the Northern Liberties, 
Moyamensing, and Penn, and to cause such of the pri- 
vies within the limits aforesaid, to be emptied o; correet~ 
ed with lime or otherwise at the expense of the individe- 
als who are the owners of the houses to which the said 
privies are appurtenant, as the said Bourd shall from 
time to time deem necessary for the health of the inhabi« 
tants thereof. And if the owners or occupiers of the 
premises on which any nuisance may be found, and the 
owuers of the houses to which the said privies are appur- 
tenant shall, on due notice thereof, refuse or neglect to 
have the same immediately removed, emptied or correct- 
ed as aforesaid, he, she, or they, so refusing or neglecting, 
shail forfeit and pay for every such offence any sum not 
less than twenty, nor more than two hundred dollars, to be 
recovered and appropriated as by this act directed. And 
the expense attending the removal of sueb nuisance shall 
be recovered by the Board in any court having lawful ju- 
risdiction from all corporate bodies and individuals in case 
due notice has been given to remove the same and a refu~ 
sal or negleet to do so within the time prescribed by the

There are a number of minor sources of revenue that 
your Committee foi bear taking any othex notice of except 
merely to recapitulate them :— Those are, the tex on of- 
fices, militia and exempt fines, fees of the Secretary of 
the Commonwealth, old debts, Kc. which produced last 
year, $17,159 574. tis worthy of remark, that the 
tax on offices is much less productive than formerly, 
having produced in the year 1819-20, $12,610 43, and 
in the last year only $6000 32. This falling offis occa- 
sioned partly on account of the reduction of fees, and 
paitly on account of the same offices being held by a 
greater number of individuals than formerly, by which 
means the asnount received by any one Oihcer is not so 
great as hesetdfove. The aggregute amount received 
during the last year from ali these difierent sources of 
revenue was $394,765 60. Having thus briefly noticed 
the principal existing sources of revenue, it may not ap- 
pear improper to take a short view of the permanent 
expeudituies. 
The first and principle item consiststs in the expen- 
ses of government, ordinary and contingent, Cwibracing 
the legislative, executive, judiciary, land and treasury 
departments, the ageregate of which last year wae 
$, 166.320 134.

ready made, an additional sum equal to the interest of 
the money thus borrowed, wil! be added to our permanent 
expenditures, and will, if money is borrowed te any con- 
siderable extent, make it absolutely necessary to find 


new sources of revenue in order to pay the interest, while 
nothing is left to form a sinking fund to extinguish the 
principal. 
From this general view of the state of the finances, 
your Committee come now to inquire what amount will 
be necessary to meet the probable demands on the state 
treasury during the prescut yeu; and im domg so they 
will be guided principally by the reported estimate of th. 
Auditor General, corrected as above.—From this esti- 
mate it would appear that the probable receipis in the 
treasury duriag the present fivancial year, including the 
$16,606 66, to be received on account of the Arch 
street prison ia the city of Philadelphia, will be S56), 
#o6 66, and the probable demand, exclusive of appro 
priatons, $316,300, leaving a probable surplus of 45, 
Su6 Ce, to which add the balance in the treasury on (he 
first of December last, after deducting the $150,000 
since paid to the banks of Pennytvania aad Philadelphia, 
amounting to $184,058 34, and you have a total of S29, 
565 50. The estimated expenditure in consequence of 
former appropriations, are $907,508 15, which will 
leave the sum of $77,002 65, to which sum add $150,000 
money borrowed from the Pennsylvania Bank, unde the 
provisions of an act of the 29th Mareh, 1319, reimibui- 
sable within four years from the dates of the leans re- 
spectively, and falling due in the coarse of the present 
year, andg you have the sum of $207,902 65, to be pro- 
vided for either by loan or taxes, and this sum must be 
added watever appropriations are made during this ses- 
sion. 
Although your commitiee are averse to borrowing 
money, yet they believe that additional taxes ought not 
to be resorted to at this time, inasmuch as the great 
scarcity of a circulating medium in the interior of the 
state, would make it very difficult, if not impracticable 
to raise money by any general system of taxation, and 
inasmuch as there is a small surplus revenue which it is 
thought may be increased by the means before stated, that 
might, if prudently managed form a sinking fund that would 
in ime extinguish the state debt, They therefore recom- 
mend the passage ofa law authorising the Governor to 
obtain on loan from the Philadelphia Bank, the sum of 
£100,000, which that bank is bound by the cherter to 
joan to the state at an interest not exceeding 5 per cen 
per snnum; and also empowering the Governor to cenew 
the loans of the Penusylvania bank, as they shall severa!- 
ly fall due, and make such other loans as the exigencit s 
of the state may require, at an interest not exoeeding 6 
per cent per annum, for any tire not exceeding 4 years. 
Your conmittee cannet conclude without Cxpressiny 
their regret that Pennsylvania, rich in resources, should 
have been forced w eommence a system of borrowing, 
which may be fairly considered the first step towards a 
staie debt. Abore all governments, that of a republic 
is least calculated to go through with a system of borrow- 
ing, paying interest and collecting taxes. Eeonomy, 
frugality aud an aversion to debt, are essential to its exist- 
ence. But although Pennsylvania .bas embarked in the 
system, she is not yet so far advanced as to be unable to 
retura. By pursuing a steedy course of economy, by 
refucing to appropriate for any purpose however impor- 
tant, without at the same time providing the mean:, 
Pennsylvania in the course of twenty or at the most thir- 
ty years, may get back to her old ground; and if once re- 
placed, it is devoutly to be hoped that in future she will 
avoid every thing ¢*tculated to bring on a state debt with 
its attendant ta te loans, interest, taxes and tax gath 
erers.

Gentlemen have, in this debate, urged re- 
.| peatedly, that manufactures are already suffi- 
ciently protected; that the manufacturers ob- 
tained every thing they asked for in the tariff 
of 1816. Further, they contend that it is the 
very essence of despotism to force men from 
one employment to another—to compel them 
to change the business of agriculture for the 
trade of manufacturing; and the labour, if 
let alone, will be sure to find its own most 
profitable employment. As to the tariff of 
1816 having granted all that the manufactur- 
ers then asked for, gentlemen appear to have 
taken this fact from one another, without ex- 
amination. We know that the secretary of 
the treasury, in proposing that tariff, consult- 
.|ed the manufacturers. He might have given 
them less than. they asked for: It is impro- 
bable that he could have thought of giving 
them more. Yet, the tariff proposed by the 
secretary, when it came to be acted on by 
Congress, was reduced in every the most im- 
portant item essential to the protection of do- 
mestic industry. . Not onesingie change, that 
[ can remember, was made in it, but for the 
very purpose, or with the effect, of depress- 
ing the American manufacturer to the advan- 
tage of the foreigner. Linen cloths were put 
by the secretary at 30 per cent. and reduced 
by Congress to 15. Earthen-wares and glass 
manufactures, proposed by him at 30 per 
cent. were lowered to 20. Cotton goods, from 
33 1-3, were brougtit dowhto 25. And ham- 
mered bar-ivon, from 75 cents a hundred, to 
45. Whilst, generally, all articles that did 
not come into competition with our domestic 
manufactures, were Icft exactly as the secre- 
tary proposed them.

who know, that with very few exceptions, 
arising from peculiar local advantages, all the 
manufactures of the country, so flourishing 
during the war, sofaras they are lefi unprotect 
edi.y our laws, and exposed to the rivalry of fo- 
reigners, are now either utterly abandoned 
and in ruins, or carried on reluctantly, with- 
out energy, and without profit. But our im- 
mense importations are conclusive upon this 
e'question. During the very last vear we im- 





but to continue those already established ; and 
when these petitions were rejecied, in order 
to secure the advamage of buying English 
manufactures a little cheaper for the day, 
manufacturers most undonbtedly imported in 
enormous quantities, tur the express purpose 
of being sold cheap, and to prostrate for ever 
all American competion; when this was 
done, and our workmen, by the lewis!ation of 
Congress, turned out to begyary, or to waste 
away and perish under rugged species of la- 
bour to which they were unaccustumed, I would 
ask whether all this was done upon the prin- 
ciple now so much spoken of, and called the 
tyranny of forcing men to change their em- 
ployments ? 

Gentlemen say, we have been importing 
foreign manufactures for more than thirty 
years, and we have prospered beyond any na- 
tion—why make experiments’ The prosperi- 
ty which gentlemen speak of may be admitted, 
proviced they will agree that it ended with 
the causes of jt—the wars arising out of the 
French revolution. Well might we support 
the constant heavy drain made upon us by 
foreign industry, while all the great nations of 
Europe were employed, not in raising, but in 
wasting and destroying, the fruits of the earth 
—when one power commanded the sea, and 
another the land, and we, almost the only neu- 
tral commercial nation in the world. Since 
those times, our condition, both public and 
private, has been every thing the reverse of 
prosperous. ‘To dwell upon no particulars of 
our public loans to defray the common peace 
expenses of government, nor the immense 
amount of private debt contracted for foreign 
manufactures. nor our stop laws, nor our pa- 
per money, it may be enough to state, that 
more than one half of the agricultural, grain- 
raising population of the union, have no longer 
any market, at home or abroad, at which they 
may exchange their only surplus product for 
the conveniences of civilized life, to which 
they have been used, and which they ought 
not, in times of peace, to be required to aban- 
don. Sir, itis notorious, that in the western 
country particularly, there is no longer any 
chance of compensation for labour; and that 
the man who with his boat load of flour at New- 
Orleans, after trying the market a reasonable 
time, hauled his whole cargo into the stream 
and set it on fire, returning home without any 
further loss or vexation, has left it a matter of 


dispute, whether his was not as prosperous a 
trip as any made by his neighbours. Ik may 


be said, without exaggeration, that more than 
one half of our country has, for the last five 
years, suffered all the evils which the impo- 
ticy of government can inflict upon a free peo- 
ple. 

; Two objections are next made to this bill, 
either of which, if supported, I admit, ought 
to be conclusive against it: that the provisions 
of it will be ruinous and destructive to the 
people of the South; and that they are uncon- 
stitutional. 

It is admitted that the welfare of one or 
more sections of the Union ought not to be 
consulted, and their losses made good, at the 
expense of any other part. But it remains to 
be shown that the supposed disadvantage to 
the South is not whclly imaginary. It cannot 
readily be conceived how, by any encourage 
ment of manufactures, the South can fail to 
rise in prosperity with te rest of the country. 
The interior of Virginia, North and South 
Carolina and Georgia, is said to be, generally, 
as fit for manufactures as any other territory 
of the Union. The residue of those states 
will never manufacture to any great extent. 
Agreed: but for what reason? It is, no doubt, 
because, from their soil and climate, and vici- 
nity to the sea and to navigable rivers, the 
pursuits of agriculture must ever continue 
more profitable to them than any manufac- 
tures. 

On the constitutional question, nothing 
seems plainer than the express power given 
to Conxzress to lay duties on foreign articles 
imported. By certain refine nents, not found 
in the constitution, gentlemen wish to restrict 
this power, and confine it to the laying of du- 
ties for the purpose of revenue only. ‘To all 
arguments on the subject, we need only op- 
pose the express letter of the constitution, 
and the invariable construction which bas bren 
given to it from the commencement of the 
government. In fact, 1 cannot find that the 
construction, now contended for by gentiemen, 
has ever been thought of until lately. The 
very second law in our statute book, enacted 
immediately after the adoption of the cons.i- 
tution, and imposing dutics en foreign articles, 
has apreamble, declaring one of its purpose. 
to be the encouragement and protection ol 
manufactures. That law and its supplement, 
or rather its substitute, passed in the next year, 
gave a duty of six cents a pound upon tobac- 
co, three cents upon cotton, and twenty-five 
cents upon indigo. Do gentlemen serously 
contend that these duties were imposed by 
the first Congress for the purpose of collect- 
ing revenue from the importation and con- 
sumption, in the United States, of foreign to- 
bacco, indigo, and cotton ? 

The very third act in our statute book im- 
poses duties oa tonnage. No one will say 
that foreign tomage is not as well protected 
by our constitution as foreign manufactures 
In fact, the power as to each is given in pre- 
cisely the sameterms. Let us see how this 
constitutional difficulty, and these matters of 
getting things cheap and letting labour seek 
its own most profitable employment, were 
thought of by the first Congress. On vessels 





of home manufacture owned by citizens, the 


the cra of getting cheap goods and cheap car- 
riage of our productions from state to state, 
we were as poor in commerce as we were in 
every thing else, and had not shipping suffi- 
cient for our own coasting trade, trifling as 
that was. But the exclusion of foreigners 
brought domestic commercial industry into 
life, and from being despicable tributaries to 
the skippers of Nova Scotia and Bermuda, 
the country stepped almost at once into the se- 
cond rank among commercial nations. 

When that foundation of our naval power 
was laid by the prohibitory duty on foreign 
shipping, we do not hear of any member of 
Congress from Massachusetts lamenting the 
hardship and oppression upon the poor south, 
that had ne ships, nor seamen. Nordo we 
hear of any member from Georgia protesting 
against the partiality and iniquity of the tax, 
branding it as a monopoly and plunder by the 
ship owners, asserting that he was a freeman, 
and had a right to pay his own money to 
whom he pleased, and send his tobacco, indi- 
go, and rice, by any, vessel that would carry it 
the cheapest, and that the constitution gave no 
power to lay duties but for revenue only. Yet 
without intending any comparison, far less any 
disparagement, I will venture to say, that 
Georgia then had representatives in this body 
who understood the rights and interests of 
their constituents at least as well as their suc 
cessors. 

Nothing can seem clearer than that every 
rcason which in 1789 moved Congress to lay 
a high tonnage duty on foreign shipping, 
urges with double force the policy and neces- 
sity, at this time, of imposing high protecting 
cuties on those foreign goods, which interfere 
with our domestic manufactures. Bad as the 
times were then, when labour had been so 
long left to seek its own most profitable em- 
ployment, that there was no profitable em- 
ployment left, they happen, in many respects, 
to be worse now. For with the same disposi- 
tion to run in debt, we had not then fortunate- 
ly, the same credit: nor had we, perhaps, the 
same appetite for importations: nor were we 
so well versed in the fashions of Europe. Be- 
sides we had then no nation.! debt funded ; no 
bank stock, nor bridge nor canal stock. When 
specie and private credit were all gone, 
no certificates of public debt, nor s‘ock certifi- 
cates, could at that time be sent to Europe to 
pay for iron, lead, paper, calico, hats and 
clothings So that we then escaped that last 
of all disgraces, a mortgage of the national 
revenuc, and a perpetual tribute to foreign 
merchants, for their wares already consumed 
—aond as we before had establislicd a funding 
sysiem, to enable us to impose, very justly, 
upon posterity a part of the debt of the revo- 
lution ; so now anew sort of funding system to 
enabie us to throw upon posterity the expense 
of our muslins and broad clots, which we 
ere too luxurious and indolent to do without, 
er to make and to pay for. Not only 
is our condition worse than in 1789, but every 
one sces it must continue while we leave all 
the resources of the nation to the disposal of 
the importers of foreign manufactures, who, 
for the sake of profit, would, if it were possi- 
ble, send the very soil of the country to Eng- 
land for dry goods. 

In opposition to this bill some gentlemen 
have told us that foreign nations may be dis- 
satisfied with its provisions, and may retaliate 
by regulations of theirown. This argument 
can hardly be replied to with gravity. What? 
alarmed, lest England or France should with- 
draw from us their patronage, and sell us no 
more of their manufactures? They now take 
from us nothing which they can avoid taking. 
If they are dissatisfied, it must plainly be be- 
cause the alterations here proposed are more 
favourable to ourselves than to them. 

One word to the friends of domestic manu- 
factures. It is not presumed that «ll the pro- 
visions of this bill are perfectly satisfactory ; 
or that they are such exactly as they ought to 
be. Mutual concession is necessary. kr- 
rors may be corrected, and omissions suppii- 
plicd, by subsequent legislation ; but the mis- 
chiefs of one dispute about detail may not 
be easily retrieved. The danger of lending 
too ready an ear to specious amendments must 
be ebvious. And 1 ask of the friends of the 
bill, while they are conscious of the integrity 
of their motives, and that. if successful, they 
are laying the sure foundations of public and 
individual prosperity, to persevere in doing 
their duty, and to remember that they are 
supported by the onpinious of every statesman 
from every quarter of the Union, I believe 
without exception, from the commencement 
ofthe government, whose official duty it has 
been to study and consult the interest of the 
whole country.
